1. AS ROUND THREE OF THE CIVIL AIR NEGOTIATIONS CONCLUDED 
JANAURY 29, DUTCH MEDIA REFLECTED ALLEGED PESSIMISM 

OF THE DUTCH DELEGATIONS' CHIEF NEGOTIATOR, 

TRANSPORT MINISTER TJERK WESTERTERP. WESTERTERP'S DAILY 
PRESS CONFERENCES HAVE PROVIDED GRIST FOR MOST OF LOCAL 
COVERAGE TO DATE, AS DID JOINT CONFERENCE WITH DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY WALDMANN ON FINAL DAY OF TALKS.

"AFTER FAILURE OF CONSULTATIONS US NOW WANTW TO TACKLE 
KLM" 

"MANY HUNDREDS ARE LOSING THEIR JOBS" 
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MINISTER WESTERTERP OF TRANSPORT SAID THAT HOLLAND IS 
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PREPARED TO RISK LEGAL ACTION BY THE CAB. HE SAID: 

"WE HAVE GOOD LAWYERS IN WASHINGTON." HE FURNISHED THE 
FOLLOWING STATISTICS AT PRESS CONFERENCE YESTERDA. (WALDMAN 
POINTED OUT THAT THESE DATA HAD NOT BEEN BROUGHT UP IN 
CONSULTATIONS). IF THE KLM IS EVENTUALLY FORCED TO REDUCE ITS

"THE SCORE IN THE KLM MATCH BETWEEN THE US AND HOLLAND IS 
STILL 0-0... 
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HOWEVER, THE US CAN NOW TAKE UNILATERAL STEPS AGAINST 
THE KLM, ALTHOUGH THIS WOULD BE A DRASTIC EXAMPLE OF 
THE MISUSE OF POWER. ANYWAY MINISTERS VAN DER STOEL AND 
KISSINGER MUST MEET AGAIN ON THIS SUBJECT AND 
PERHAPS THIS WILL PROVIDE A SOLUTION. ONE CAN EXPECT

6. TELEVISION 

ALL THREE EDITIONS OF THE EVENING NEWS CARRIED THE CIVIL 
AIR NEGOTIATIONS STORY PROMINENTLY, WITH PRIME TIME 
EXPANDED NEWS SLOT USING INTERVIEWS WITH WESTERTERP AND 
U.S. DELEGATION LEDER WALDMANN. WESTERTERP'S REMARKS 
REFLECTED ABOVE NEWSPAPER COVERAGE. WALDMANN WAS ASKED 
IF HE DIDN'T FEEL PRESSED FOR TIME, SINCE THE NEW SUMMER 
AIRLINE SCHEDULES WOULD BE ISSUED ON APRIL FIRST. HE 
RESPONDED "SINCE THE PROBLEM HAS HAD A LONG HISTORY, IT 
IS MY VIEW THAT IT NEED NOT BE SOLVED IN ONE YEAR 
ALTHOUGH TO HAVE THE GREATEST IMPACT, CLEARLY WE 
SHOULD SEE SOME REDUCTIONS FOR THE COMING SUMMER SEASON." 
THE INTERVIEWER THEN SAID "YOU MIGHT SAY, 'WE MIGHT 
POSTPONE IT UNTIL NEXT YEAR'?" WALDMANN: "NO, I DON'T 
THINK WE'LL SAY THAT. BUT I THINK WE OUGHT TO CONSIDER
